At the battle ot Peach Orcliard, when 


McClellaD was makmg his change of 
bua, K Michigan infantryman fell to the 
ground as if shot dead, *nd was left ly- 
ing in a heap as the regiment changed 
position. The ball which bit him, ant 
struck the barrel of his gno, glanced and 
struck a button off his coat, tore the 
watch out of bis vest pocket, and then 
struck the man over ihe heart, aad was 
stopped there by a song book in his shirt 
pocket. He was unconscious for three- 
quarters of an hour, and it was a fall 
month before the block and blue shot dis- 
appeared. At Pittsbnrg Landing amem- 
ber of the 12th Michigan Regiment of 
Infantry stooped to give a wounded man : 
a drink from his canteen. While in the 
act a bullet aimed at his breast struck 
the can teen, turned aside, passed through 
the body of a man and buried itself is 
the leg of a horse. The canteen was 
split open and dropped to the ground in 
halves. At the second battie of Bull 
Run, as a New York infantryman was 
passing his plug of tobacco to a com- 
rade, a bullet struck the plug, glanced 
off, and buned iteelf in a knapsack. 
The tobacco was rolled up like a ball ol 
shavings, and carried one hundred feet 
away. Directly in line of the bullet was 
the head of a Lieutenant, and had not 
the bullet been deflected he would cer- 
tainly have received it. As it was he 
had both eyes filled with tobacco dust, 
and had to be led to the rear. At Brandy 
Station one of Ouster's troopers had his 
left stirrup strap out away by_ a grape- 
shot, which passed between his leg and 
the horse, blistering his skin as if a red- 
hot iron had been wed. He dismounted 
to ascertain the extent of his injuries, 
and as he bent over a bullet knocked his 
hat off and killed his horse. In the 
tame flght was a trooper who had suf- 
fered several days with a toothache. In 
a hand to hand fight he received a pistol 
ball in his right cheek. It knocked out 
his aching double tooth and passed out 
of the left-hand corner of his month, 
taking along a part of an upper tooth. 
The joy of being nd of the toothache 
was so great that the trooper could not 
be made to go to the rear to have his 
wound dressed. 
An object, however 


trifling, will turn the ballet from its true 
course. This was shown one day at the 
remount camp in Pleasant Valley. They 
had a "bull-pen" m which about five 
hundred bounty jumpeis and other hard 
cases had been uudei guard. Once in a 
while one of these men would make a 
break for liberty. Every sentinel in po- 
sition would fire, and it did not matter 
in the least if the man ran toward the 
crowded camp. On this occasion the 
prisoner made forthe camp, and as many 
as six shots were fired at him without 
effect. One of the bullets entered the 
tent of a Captain in the 12th Pennsylva- 
nia Cavalry. He was lying down, and 
the course of the bullet would have 
buried itself in the chest. Fortunately 
for him, a candle by which he was read- 
ing sat on a stand between him and 
where the bullet entered. This was 
struck and cut square in two, and the 
lighted end dropped to the floor without 
being snnfted out. 
The ball was de- 


flected and buried in the pillow under 
the officer's head, passed out of that and 
through his tent into the one behind it, 
passed between two men and brought 
up against a camp-kettle. There is in 
Detroit, Mick, a man who was wounded 
five times in less than ten minutes, at 
Fair Oaks. The first bullet entered his 
left arm, the second gave him a scalp 
wound, the third hit him in the foot, the 
fourth buried itself in his shoulder, and 
the fifth entered his right leg. While he 
was being carried to the rear the first 
two men who took him were killed. 
While his wounds were being dressed an 
exploded shell almost buried him under 
an avalanche of dirt In being removed 
further to the rear a runaway ambulance 
horse carried him half a mile and 
dumped him out, and yet he is seemingly 
hale and hearty, and walks without a 
limp.

The unfavorable prospect for the 


coming crop season ie leading evwy 
where to a vigorous discussion of the 
abor question, which, despite its in- 
tricacies, and the combined efforts of 
capitalists to stave it off, it will be 
lie imperative duty of this century 
to satisfactorily answer. Already the 
dry-goods-box philosopher consoles 
he melancholy farmer with the idea- 
thai one bushel of corn at one dollar 
>er bnahel is really better than two 
rashels at fifty cents each, becanse 
here is but half as much to handle, 
utterly oblivions of the fact that it is 
not the same to the consumer of the 
corn, nor indeed to the farmer, since 
hat which he consumes is worth as 
much to him as he can get for ii 


Bnt to oar social system the rela 


jve price of food and labor is a ques- 
tion of grave importance. Any ad- 
vance in the staples of life, viz: 
weadstnfls, meat, potatoes, etc., un- 
accompanied by a corresponding ad- 
vance in wages, compels the laborer 
» subsist upon a more contracted 
diet, or that which is of a poorer 
qualify, thus lowering the tone of 
the physical system, rendering him 
not only less able to work bnt more 
susceptible to disease. 
And this 


physical degeneracy, even where it is 
bat temporary, is a fruitful source of 
idiocy iu offspring. Statistics abund- 
antly show the births of diseased and 
idiotic children to be mnch larger 
during and immediately following 
periods of rigorous prices. Insanity 
and idiocy being the results of a de 
generated physical condition, it fol 
tows as cause and effect, that what- 
ever tends to produce the latter in- 
creases the former. It is well known 
that pestilence follows famine, and 
there is really no difference between 
a real scarcity of food and high 
priced food. Aside from the dis- 
eases, increased insanity and idiocy, 
resulting from insufficient nutrition, 
there is another and far more injur- 
ious moral consequence. Napoleon 
once said that the seat of revolutions 
is in the stomach, and it is assuredly 
true that the security of a communi- 
ty depends largely upon keeping the 
digestive organs of its members nor- 
mally occupied. The moral effects 
of the imperfect nutrition resulting 
from low wages and dear food, re- 
quiring more time and a more con 
tinned pressure for their develop- 
ment, have been mnch overlooked by 
writers upon this branch of politica 
economy. They are, however, none 
the less real Suicide, that melan- 
choly act of self-destruction, againsi 
which legislators can pass no efficient 
laws, and which honest moral phi- 
losophers have found it very bare 
even to condemn, ripens fastest in 
seasons of greatest pecuniary dis 
tress. Morselli in his work on sui- 
cide states that the crisis on the Ex- 
change in Austria in 1873-4 cansec 
a leap in the annual number of sui 
cides in that country from 1,800 per 
annum Ur 2,500 per annum. 
He 


shows the same to hold good in al 
countries and all times, and reduces 
to a law, the number of annual sui 
cides which will'result from a given 
rise in the price of flour, or reduction 
of wages. Like causes effect differ 
ently different individuals. 
Thai 


which would make of one man a sni 
cide makes a criminal of another 
The enervation consequent upon im- 
perfect nutrition attacks not only thi 
bodily functions rendering them in 
capable of withstanding disease; bu 
likewise the citadel of the will, ren 
dering a man powerless to withstand 
the allurements of vice, or the temp 
tation to provide for the little ones 
even by theft. Petty larcenies, rob 
beries, and burglaries increase enor 
mously during periods of high prices 
and low wages. 


While it is true that criminals form 


a distinct class iu society, it ia equal 
ly true that this class is being con 
tinually recruited from the worst 
paid and poorest of the population, 
whose propensities to crime are 
heightened if they do not result from 
the under feeding necessitated by 
high-priced food and low wages. 
Whatever tends to render honest 
subsistence more difficult, therefore, 
increases the amount of crime. Thos. 
Flint has embodied in a little work 
on "Crime in England" the results 
of his studies upon this subject For 
each year between 1803 and 1840 he 
shows that ''certain variations in the 
price of food and concomitant varia 
tions in the amount of employment 
for labor are always accompanied by 
an increase in the number of crimin 
als committed." In Germany Get 
tingeii and Mayr have reduced the 
relation between the price of food 
and the amount of crime to a law, as 
Morselli did with suicide. 


Mr. GroBvenor, of New York, 


shows us that since Nov. 1, 1878, the 
price of grain has advanced fifty per 
cent, meat forty-fonr, sugar and 
condiments fifteen, clothing twenty 
six per cent The average advance 
upon all articles included in his table 
is thirty-six and four-tenths per cent, 
while the dismal prospects for an 
average crop this year makes it prob- 
able that prices will still farther ad- 
vance. True, there has been a slight 
advance in wages; but that it is net 
at all commensurate with the advance 
in the cost of living is proven not 
only by statistics but by the enor- 
mous increase of crime, multiplied 
strikes, and the clamors of commun- 
ists. 
Prostitution, pauperism and 


crime everywhere increase with the 
cost of living, unless this is met by 
a corresponding increase in wages, 
and likewise with every decrease in 
wages unless met by a like change 
in the price of food. Perhaps if 
capitalists would pay more for work, 
they would not nave to pay so much 
for bnrgar-proof safes, which the 
merest tyro of a burglar can blow to 
atoms in half an hoar. A slight in- 
crease in the price of a day's toil 
would be saved on the tax "for the 
support of paapers; a few cents' 
advance on the "birsd girls'" weekly 
stipend might also be saved on his 
U» receipt, and save his daughters 
from the contaminating influence of 
that pestilential air from which it is 
a sad fact our little city ia far from 
being fewt Tfcer* is aa eternal law 
rfeompewatioa whkb MB wonld 
do wall to study.

be approach of a crisis or a lufl in 
rade manufacturers begin to curtail 
expeaes by cutting down wages, 
Ira* PWdaing it impossible for the 
abcrere, who eonstibdbe tha maw of 
consumers, to purchase his goods, 
making the lull a permanent one. 
for the less a laborer receives the 
ess he can purchase, and the lighter 
will be the manufacturer's sales. It 
s, therefore to the interest of capital 
that labor be well paid. 


These questions are fast becoming 


.lie absorbing ones of tbe day, and it 
seems fitting that from their import- 
ance they should be discussed by the 
daily papers whieh are read by every 
body, and not, as heretofore, be con 
lined to the pages of reviews; read 
by the few.

The town of Mt Zion, in this county, 


was visited by the fire demon last night, 
which resulted in the total destruction of 
two frame store buildings, in one of which 
woe located the government post office. 
The origin of the fire is wrapped in mys- 
tery, (is there was no fire in either of the 
buildings yesterday, and everything 
seemed to be in proper shape up to 12 
o'clock last night, when Mr. Charles 
Fletcher was at the village depot to meet 
his mother, who arrived on the midnight 
train. Mr. Fleteher returned home, about 
& quarter of a mile distant, when on 
looking back he saw the buildings on fire. 
The alarm was given at once and the peo- 
ple of the town turned out with buckets 
to put out the fire which was soon raging 
furiously and got beyond control. 


The fire originated in the one-story 


frame building occupied by J. P. Smith 
as a general store, in which room was 
located the postoffice, James H. Jones, 
Postmaster. From this building the fire 
communicated with the A. B. Scott build- 
ing, a two-story frame, occupied by Mr. 
Scott 
Besides these two buildings a 


small frame structure, also the property 
of Mr. Scott, was destroyed. 


THE LOSS. 


Mr. Scott and Mr. Smith were the 


proprietors of general country stores. 
Mr. Scott carried a stock of goods valued 
at $3,000, which was nearly covered by 
insurance in the "Home," of New York. 
Mr. Smith's stock was valued at about 
$1,500, on which there was no insurance. 
The second floor of the Scott building 
was occupied by the members of Mount 
Zion Lodge, No. 300, I. O. O. F, as a 
lodge room. Everything in this room 
except the records of the lodge, which 
were in charge of the secretary, J. W. 
Conn, at his office, was consumed. Mr. 
Scott succeeded in saving a small portion 
of his stock, but the loss of Mr. Smith 
and Postmaster Jones is total The build- 
ing occupied by Mr. Smith was the prop- 
erty of John Boice, of La Place, 111. 


THE MT. ZION HOTEI., 


of which Mr. K. L. Hookaday, formerly 
of this city, is proprietor, narrowly escap- 
ed destruction, and but for the hard work 
of citizens it would have been burned to 
the ground. It is located on the opposite 
side of the street, 70 feet from where the 
fire was raging, and the wiad.i.was Mowing 
in that direction. The heat was BO in- 
tense that it was impossible for the'toea 
to get near it from the street and the 
burning embers fell in showers upon the 
shingle root The roof ignited in several 
places, but the only thing that saved the 
house was a Niagara force pump,-to which 
was attached DO feet of hose. With this 
the roof was kept flooded with water, and 
the side of the house exposed to the heat 
was kept dampened. A well containing 
40 feet of water, and a cistern, in which 
there were 25 barrels of water, were ex- 
hausted. 


Among the fiist persons who arrived at 


the scene of the conflagration were 
Arthur Fletcher and Reuben Brownlee.— 
They gave the alarm, and soon a crowd of 
willing helpers assembled. Mr. Brownlee 
s'tarted to enter Smith's store to remove a 
case of calico from the counter, but as he 
stood in the doorway two kegs of powder 
exploded with terrific force, and Mr. 
Brownlee left at once, but not before his 
whiskers were badly singed. This explo- 
sion hastened the conflagration, and all 
three buildings were a smouldering mass 
ot rains at 2 o'clock. 


It is generally admitted that the fire 


was the work of an incendiary. The theory 
is that a thief had entered the postoffice 
for the purpose of robbery, and that pur- 
posely or accidentally the paper in one 
corner of the office was ignited. 


The insurance on the Scott building is 


stated' at $600, and the insurance on the 
Odd-Fellows' furniture at »400. The 
totaUoss is fixed at about 89,000.

A PAOODA OF FLOWERS. 


Scenes Surpassingly Beautiful at a 


Recent Floral Festival in 


California. 


Santa Barbara Letter ID Boston Journal. 
A pagoda of flowers occupied the 


opposite end of the hall, in the con- 
struction of which two thousand 
roses were employed. Most artisti- 
cally were they arranged, shading 
rom the deepest dyes of crimson at 
lie base to purest white at the sum- 
mit 
The roof was composed solely 


of roses, being laid in rows of first 
one rich color and then another. • 
The floor was a bed of tiny golden 
jack ferns, and among them stood a 
globe of fishes, swimming," all un- 
conscious of the saperbness of their 
surroundings. Here also were shown 
red Japonicas, full, large and beanti- 
fnl, plucked from a bush which, 
since January last, is said to have 
borne one thousand flowers. 


Upon a lyre stood a table*live and 


a half feet in height and of propor- 
tionate width, made entirely of roses 
with strings of white banksia. The 
table was' further ornamented by a 
rose stand, surmounted by a hand- 
some tuft of feathery pampas plumes. 
Baskets and bouquets of roses were 
here displayed almost without num- 
ber, while just enough vases of rare 
flowers were interspersed to break 
any monotony which might arise 
from so vast a number of rosea 
Across the aisle on a table twenty- 
two feet long were found not less 
than a car load of blossoms. The 
name and address of the grower was 
mosaiced in daises upon a bed of 
seedling verbenas, framed in the 
massive leaves of the bouquet. Sus- 
pended was a snowy dove of bank- 
sia, bearing in its mouth the literal 
olive branch. A lovely wreath of 
white lilies, roses, clematis, syringa, 
ataaryllis and fabianas ornamented 
the center. A star of Scotch bloom 
and white verbenas, an oblique cross 
of roses, an anchor of immortelles 
and blue iris were among other or 
uaments. Here was also a fine dis- 
play of seedlings and their floral 
freaks, one an offspring of the famil- 
iar Bon Salene rose. Another a 
lemon colored rose, with a distinct 
odor of the lemon. White camelias 
and golden marguerites were con 
spicuous.

at night In the morning, if the corn is 
white and disintegrated, pull it out with 
your finger nails—never cut a corn. 
Sometimes several applications of tho 
lemon slices will be necessary, bnt the 
tolas are bound to succumb, and you 
can dance the neit night, if yon like. 
After yon remove tne corns, wear shoes 
that fit, and are not too stiff in the soles. 


BOBACIO Aero AS AN ANTISEPTIC IN 


SKIN AFFECTIONS.—Dr. George Thin, of 
London, emphasizes strongly the advan- 
tage of using some preparation of borac- 
ic acid to overcome the offensive odor of 
the feet, and gives instances in which 
this treatment has been thoroughly suc- 
cessful. . In some cases he recommends 
the wearing of stockings and cork soles 
saturated with the acid. In others he 
prescribes a" ointment, or rather a kind 
of glycerine cream, mode as follows: A 
solution of boracic acid is incorporated 
with a fatty basis of white wax and al- 
mond oil, which produce a soft, homo- 
geneous mixture, free from the irritating 
crystalline plates of the crystal that are 
apt to separate from vaseline. He finds 
that this is also a very useful remedial 
agent for inflamed feet, as after long 
walking tours, and in such eczemas as 
are produced by the irritation of dyed 
underclothing.
